Tliere wouldn’t be anything par­ 
ticularly strange about that, ex­ 
cept that this year the G O P high 
command is driving hard here as 
in other .states to guarantee Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower a Republican Con­ 
gress. 


In the tall corn state, the Re­ 
publicans are up against Guy M. 
Gillette, who is something rather 
apart in politics. The best Demo­ 
cratic vote getter in 
Iowa—just 
about the only one, in fact—is try­ 
ing at the age of 75 for another 
Senate term. He may make it with 
the help, as usual, of friendly Re­ 
publicans. 
It takes a liberal helping of GOP 
ballots for a Democrat to win in 
a state that usually is about 3 
to 2 Republican. Gillette has been 
able to round up those votes con­ 
sistently in the past and to run 
far ahead of all other Democrats 
on the ticket.

Truman Gives Best Arguments For Election Of GOP 


Nations during war and peace have always employed 
spies of one kind or another. Generally, while the espionage 
is welcome, the spies are not always unsavory persons. 
They arc often suspected of selling whatever information 
they collect to both sides. The most modern practice is to 
organize espionage professionally because so many techni­ 
cal phases are involved, including the stealing and break­ 
ing of codes. All esiponage work of the American govern­ 
m ent is centered in the CIA. The Russians not only employ 
the MVD (formerly NKVD and the GPU) for this purpose, 
but also the Fourth Bureau of the Army and the Inter­ 
national Communist organization. Theirs is an extremely 
complicated enterprise. 
Espionage is an ordinary operation of statecraft and 
each spy is 'sn expendable person. Noel and Hermann 
Field, Americans, were believed by the Russians to have 
been double or triple agents. They are now probably dead. 
Whittaker Chambers and Elizabeth Bentley have told their 
story and several Americans are in prison because of 
them, including Alger Hiss. However, espionage organiza­ 
tions are built on the assumption that here and there a spy 
will betray his employers or wUl disappear off the face 
o f 
the earth. Such persons are immediately replaced and the 
work goes on.

Fo r insta nce, it must be a ssumed tha t so meo ne 
to o k the pla ce o f Dr. Otto Jo hn in West Germa ny be­ 
fo re Jo hn ex po sed himself by g o ing o v er to Ea st Ger­ 
ma ny . He ma y ev en ha v e tra ined his successo r. 


The current explosion over espionage in France is 
more serious than usual because such im portant figures 
are involved, but those in France are not in more im­ 
portant posts than Harry Dexter W'hite held or than some 
of the 39 Americans in the United Nations, who were 
brought before the federal grand jury in New York 
or before the McCarran Committee, held. 
It is very difficult to prove espionage in a country 
such as ours because spies naturally do not arrange to be 
caught. Abraham Brothman, for instance, who was en- 
¿aged in “industrial espionage,” was convicted, not for 
espionage, but for obstructing justice in the Harry Gold 
case. Julius and Ethel Rosenberg were condemned to 
death for their espionage activities, but Dr. Klaus Fuchs 
only got a sentence of 14 years in England for doing the 
same thing. True Fuchs confessed and the Rosenbergs 
did not, but without Fuchs’ confession the Gold-Greenglass- 
Rosenberg outfit in this country might never have been 
convicted. As a m atter of fact, the FBI and the United 
States attorney in New York came close to them several 
years before they were actually indicted and always failed 
to make the connection.

By this sy stem o f indirectio n, a co v er 
is pro v ided bo th fo r the spy in this co untry a nd the 
spies in so me o ther co untry beca use co nta ct with the 
enemy is nev er pro v a ble. It mea ns tha t there ca n be 
no security in such a n interna tio na l bo dy a s NATO. If 
info rma tio n a nd da ta tha t must be pa ssed a mo ng a llies 
ca n be div erted to the enemy , the da ng er to successful 
united a ctio n is v ery g rea t, indeed. 


For instance, if what we told our allies during the 
Korean War was repeated to the Kremlin, it is sound to 
assume that such a Red Chinese commander as Lin Piao 
knew what was to happen before MacArthur did. General 
MacArthur was puzzled by this condition which he recog­ 
nized, but he was not aware of the mechanism for the leak. 
The disappearance of Guy Burgess and Donald MacLean. 
British Foreign Office men of importance, behind the iron 
curtain may never be correctly explained, but the accepted 
inference is that they were engaged in espionage and if so, 
their knowledge was sufficiently important to have them 
removed from detention and imprisonment in their own 
country.

Skin is covered with fine down 
(lanugo), which is thicker in some 
than in others. When the hair is 
fine and blond little need be done. 
If the color is darker, the simplest 
treatm ent is to bleach with hydro­ 
gen peroxide and ammonia water. 
For coarse hair, milady has a 
number of choices. Shaving has 
many advantages but most women 
hesitate to resort to this procedure. 
I presume they are afraid it will 
alter the texture of hair or cause 
more to grow. These possibilities 
have been disproved on many oc­ 
casions. Shaving too close leads 
to irritation and now and then to 
ingrown hairs. 
A razor also is sharp, as a trim 
little teen-ager recently discovered. 
This young lady was invited out 
and had an hour to bathe and 
dress. She spied hair on her legs 
and decided to use father’s best 
razor. Her limbs were smooth but 
she spent more than one-half hour 
soothing her wounds. Hereafter, 
she expects to do her barbering 
when she has more time to be 
careM . 


A small patch of hair is more 
easily removed with tweezers or 
rubbed away with an abrasive such 
as a fine pumice stone. Also recom­ 
mended is wax. applied when it is 
soft and gummy. As it is removed, 
the hair comes with it. In this way, 
wax acts like adhesive tape. 
There are many chemical depila­ 


tories on the market. These pro­ 
ducts contain one of the sulfides 
that kills hair at the surface of the 
skin. It is im portant fc • those with 
tender skin to remem ber, however, 
that a solution powerful enough to 
remove 
hair 
also 
is 
powerful 
enough to cause dermatitis. 


Electrolysi.s is another well re­ 
cognized method for eliminating 
excess hair. In this procedure, a 
fine wire is inserted along the shaft 
of the hair. It is then charged with 
electricity, 
which 
destroys 
the 
root. 
This is a tricky maneuver that 
should be used by experts only. 
Too little current, for example, has 
a tem porary effect; too much leads 
to scarring.

Measuring U. N. s Cost 


By Bob Considine 


NEW YORK (INS' — Continuing 
our discourse on U.N. where I’m 
afraid some of us w'ent to sleep 
Sunday (Ed. Note. This is United 
Nations 
Week), a fam iliar rap 
against the often misunderstood 
outfit is that it is draining our 
treasury. 
Actually, U.N. doesn’t cost much, 
as price tags are m easured today. 
The statistics vary. 
In a pamph­ 
let called “ A United Nations Au­ 
dit” the tab is set at a bit more 
than 50 cents a head per annum. 
Other figures place it at 16 cents. 
“A United Nations Audit” says: 
“ A large part of the total Ameri­ 
can contribution to the w'ork of the 
U.N. about $82,000,(K)0, comes back 
to us in the form of 
wa g es paid 
to American employes of the U.N. 
Secretariat 
and 
amounts 
spent 
here by the U.N. and its employes, 
an estimated $37,000,000 a year.” 
Henry Cabot Lodge, who places 
the U.S. contribution to U.N. at 
$26.000.000 a year, points out some­ 
thing I’ve never thought of before 
about the aid the other free nations 
of the organization gave the U.S. 
and South Korea in the Korean 
War. 
Limited though it was — 
Lodge places the actual muscle at 
two divisions — we would have 
had to put those two missing divi­ 
sions in the field to have done as 
well, he argues. 
And he adds significantly that 
it costs $300,000.000 a year to main­ 
tain a division. Perhaps he m eant 
$300.000,000 to equip one and main­ 
tain It for a year. Nonetheless, the 
figure 
holds 
its 
importance. 
Lodge’s point was that U.N. par­ 
ticipation in a war m which only 
we were committed, by pact, might 
have saved us many lives and the 
cost of two divisions maintained 
for the length of the war and the 
interminable truce talks. 
The actual cost of operating the 
wondrous 
buildings 
in 
midtown 
New York — now the top tourist 
lure of the town — figures out to 
less than 10 cents a year per .Amer­ 
ican. The next biggest slice of the 
half buck we each throw into the 
kitty, according to “ .A United Na­ 


tions Audit.” is for relief and work 
among the Palestine refugees la 
the Near East, That costs less than 
nine-and-a-half cents a head, and 
it takes care of a lot of people. 
To straighten out those who are 
in desperate need of medical aid 
and may never have heard of it— 
beyond bark chewing — U N.’f ' 
World Health Organization costs 
you under two cents a year. 
But 
so many nations and contributors 
are involved that 18.000.000 chil­ 
dren have been inoculated against 
TB, for example. 
The im portant International Tele­ 
communication Union, which keeps 
your radio set from becoming 
a 
babel of tongues, costs you less 
than one one-hundredth-of-a-cent 
a 
year. It arranges radio traffic, so 
to speak. 
Lodge wrote: 
“The United Nations technical 
assistance program has put 1.500 
experts of more than 60 nationali­ 
ties to work helping to dram th« 
swamps, irrigate the deserts, elim­ 
inate disease and increase the food 
supply in underdeveloped areas. 
This program has nothing to do 
With handouts, it is real sharing. 
It helps the people of these areas 
to develop their economies to a 
point where life is worth living 
and worth fighting for. 
Our hu­ 
m anitarian interest and our en­ 
lightened 
self-interest 
in 
the 
strength of the free world are both 
served equally well by this pro­ 
gram .” 
Why do we insist on supporting 
U.N.? Lodge answers; 
“ It s a place where is located 
the greatest sounding board in the 
world 
where public opinion 
is 
developed 
It is a place la 
which the age-old American belief 
that a meeting of minds produces 
more wisdom than the single opin­ 
ion of even a brilliant mind is often 
demonstrated. The U.S. frequently 
brings proposals before the U.N, 
which have been altered and im­ 
proved as a result of debate

Truman Gives Best Arguments For Eledion Of GOP 


Nations during w ar and peace have always em ployed 
spies of one kind or another. G enerally, while the espionage 
is welcome, the spies are not always unsavory persons. 
They are often suspected of selling w hatever inform ation 
they collect to both sides. The m ost m odern practice is to 
organize espionage professionally because so m any techni­ 
cal phases are involved, including the stealing and break­ 
ing of codes. All esiponage work of the Am erican govern­ 
m ent is centered in the CIA. The R ussians not only em ploy 
the MYD (form erly NKVD and the C P U ' for this purpose, 
but also the Fourth Bureau of the Arm y and the Inter­ 
national Com m unist organization. Theirs is an extrem ely 
com plicated enterprise. 
Espionage is an ordinary operation of statecraft and 
each spy is tin expendable person. Noel and H erm ann 
Field, Am ericans, were believed by the Russians to have 
been double or triple agents. They are now probably dead. 
W hittaker Cham bers and Elizabeth Bentley have told their 
•tory and several A m ericans are in prison because of 
them , including Alger Hiss. However, espionage organiza­ 
tions are built on the assum ption that here and there a spy 
will betray his em ployers or will disappear off the face of 
the earth. Such persons are im m ediately replaced and the 
work goes on. 


It is stupid to believe that because some have been 
nncovered in this country or in Great Britain or France 
that others have not gone to work in their stead. Both 
espionage and counter-espionage must be continuing 
Jobs. For instance, it must he assumed that someone 
took the place of Dr. Otto John in West Germany be­ 
fore John exposed himself by going over to East Ger­ 
many. He may even have trained his successor. 


The current explosion over espionage in F rance is 
m ore serious than usual because such im portant figures 
are involved, but those in F rance are not in m ore im ­ 
portant posts than H arry D exter White held or than som e 
of the 39 A m ericans in the United Nations, who w ere 
brought before the federal grand ju ry in New York 
or before the M cCarran Com m ittee, held. 
It is very difficult to prove espionage in a country 
•uch as ours because spies naturally do not arrange to be 
caught. A braham Brothm an. for instance, who was en­ 
caged in “ industrial espionage,” was convicted, not for 
espionage, but for obstructing justice in the H arry Gold 
case. Julius and Ethel Rosenberg w ere condemned to 
death for their espionage activities, but Dr. Klaus Fuchs 
only got a sentence of 14 years in England for doing the 
•am e thing. True Fuchs confessed and the Rosenbergs 
did not. but without Fuchs’ confession the Gold-Greenglass- 
Rosenberg outfit in this country m ight never have been 
convicted. As a m atter of fact, the FBI and the United 
S tates attorney in New York cam e close to them several 
y ears before they were actually indicted and always failed 
to m ake the connection. 


The case of Joseph Petersen, research analyst of 
the National Security Agency, which has to do with 
secret codes, is still in the hush-hush stage because a 
friendly power is involved, according to’ the hest in­ 
formation available at the moment. We do not even 
know what he is actually arrested for. What seems to 
be involved is that agents placed in right spots with 
friendly powers can receive data for the use of an un­ 
friendly power. By this system of indirection, a cover 
is provided both for the spy in this country and the 
spies in some other country because contact with the 
enemy is never provable. It means that there can be 
no security in such an international body as NATO. If 
information and data that must he passed among allies 
can be diverted to the enemy, the danger to successful 
united action is very great, indeed. 


For instance, if what we told our allies during the 
Korean W ar was repeated to the Krem lin, it is sound to 
assum e that such a Red Chinese com m ander as Lin Piao 
knew what was to happen before M acA rthur did. G eneral 
M acA rthur was puzzled by this condition which he recog­ 
nized. but he was not aw are of the m echanism for the leak. 
The disappearance of Guy Burgess and Donald M acLean, 
B ritish Foreign Office men of im portance, behind the iron 
curtain m ay never be correctly explained, but the accepted 
inference is that they were engaged in espionage and if so, 
their knowledge was sufficiently im portant to have them 
rem oved from detention and im prisonm ent in their own 
country.

Truman's latitude Amazing 
It is am azing that a m an who 
carried the burdens of the presi­

should be telling the whole world 
that he w ants to see the present 
incum bent of the White House re ­ 
pudiated. For th a t’s the interpreta­ 
tion which will certainly be placed 
abroad upon the election if the 
Republicans have been deprived 
of a m ajority in both houses of 
Congress.

She spied hair on her legs 
and decided to use father’s best 
razor.

careful. 


A sm all patch of hair is more 
easily rem oved with tweezers or 
rubbed away with an abrasive such 
as a fine pum ice stone. Also recom ­ 
m ended is wax. appl ed when it is 
soft and gum m y. As it is rem oved, 
the hair com es with it. In this way, 
wax acts like adhesive tape. 
T here are m any chem ical depila­ 


tories on the m arket. These pro­ 
ducts contain one of the sulfides 
that kills hair at the surface of the 
skin. It is im portant fc * those with 
tender skin to rem em ber, however, 
that a solution powerful enough to 
rem ove 
hair 
also 
is 
powerful 
enough to cause derm atitis. 


E lectrolysis is another well re­ 
cognized m ethod for elim inating 
excess hair. In this procedure, a 
fine wire is inserted along the shaft 
of the hair. It is then charged with 
electricity, 
which 
destroys 
the 
root. 
This is a tricky m aneuver that 
should be used by experts only. 
Too little current, for exam ple, has 
a tem porary effect; too much leads 
to scarring.

Measuring U. N. s Cost

NEW YORK GNS' — Continuing 
our discourse on U N. w here I'm 
afraid some of us went to sleep 
Sunday (Ed. Note. This is United 
Nations 
Week*,

the often m isunderstood 
outfit is that it is draining our 
treasury. 
Actually, U.N. doesn't cost m uch. 
as price tags are m easured today. 
The statistics vary. 
In a pam ph­ 
let called “ A United Nations Au­ 
d it” the tab is set at a bit m ore 
than 50 cents a head per annum . 
O ther figures place it at 16 cents. 
“ A United Nations Audit” says: 
“ A large p art of the total Am eri­ 
can contribution to the work of the 
U N. about $82,000,000. com es back 
to us in the form of w ages paid 
to A m erican em ployes of the U N. 
S ecretariat 
and 
am ounts 
spent 
here by the U N and its em ployes, 
an estim ated $37,000,000 a y ea r.” 
Henry Cabot Lodge, who places 
the U.S. contribution to U N. at 
$26,000 OOO a year, points out some­ 
thing I’ve never thought of before 
about the aid the other free nations 
of the organization gave the U S. 
and South Korea in the Korean 
W ar. 
Limited though it was — 
Lodge places the actual m uscle at 
two divisions — we would have 
had to put those two m issing divi­ 
sions in the field to have done as 
well, he argues. 
And he adds significantly that 
it costs $300,OOO.OOO a year to m ain­ 
tain a division 
Perhaps he m eant 
$300,000,000 to equip one and m ain­ 
tain it for a year. Nonetheless, the 
figure 
holds 
its 
im portance. 
Lodge s point was that U N. p ar­ 
ticipation in a war in which only 
we were com m itted, by pact, m ight 
have saved us m any lives and the 
cost of two divisions m aintained 
for the length of the w ar and the 
interm inable truce talks. 
The actual cost of operating the 
wondrous 
buildings 
in 
midtown 
New York — now the top tourist 
lure of the town — figures out to 
less than IO cents a year per Am er­ 
ican. The next biggest slice of the 
half buck we each throw into the 
kitty, according to “ A United Na­ 


tions Audit,” is for relief and work 
among the Palestine refugees in 
the N ear East That costs less than 
nine-and-a-half cents a head, and 
it takes care of a lot of people. 
To straighten out those who are 
in desperate need of medical aid 
and may never have heard of it— 
beyond bark 
chewing — U N ’s ’ 
World Health Organization costs 
you under two cents a year. 
But 
so many nations and contributors 
are involved that 18.000,000 chil­ 
dren have been inoculated against 
TB. for exam ple. 
The im portant International Tele­ 
com m unication Union, which keeps 
your radio set from becoming a 
babel of tongues, costs you less 
than one one-hundredth-of-a-cent a 
year. 
It arranges radio traffic, so 
to speak. 
Lodge wrote: 
“ The United Nations technical 
assistance program has put 1.500 
experts of m ore than 60 nationali­ 
ties to work helping to drain th# 
sw am ps, irrigate the deserts, elim ­ 
inate disease and increase the food 
supply in underdeveloped areas. 
This program has nothing to do 
with handouts, it is real sharing. 
It helps the people of these are as 
to develop the>r economies to a 
point w here life is worth living 
and worth fighting for. 
Our hu­ 
m anitarian interest and our en­ 
lightened 
self-interest 
in 
th# 
strength of the free world are both 
served equally well by this pro* 
g ram .” 
Why do we insist on supporting 
U N ? 
Lodge answers: 
“ It s a place where is located 
the greatest sounding board in th# 
world 
where public opinion is 
developed 
It is a place in 
which the age-old American belief 
that a m eeting of minds produces 
more w isdom than the single opin­ 
ion of even a brilliant mind is often 
dem onstrated. The U S. frequently 
brings proposals before the U N. 
which have been altered and im ­ 
proved as a result of debate 
. . 
U N has gone further toward or­ 
ganizing security than any other 
body in modern history."
